The retirement of Judge McKlnstry 


from the law school was the- sensation 
of a day. His retirement from 
the 


bench of tho Supreme Court some years 
ago to accept a professorship of law 
was another sensation. 
It was never 


understood why he stepped out of one 
ofllce Into the other at that time. Mc- 
Kinstry is a very able'man and prob- 
ably prefers his private practice 
to 


any other ofilce. 
Judge Slack, who 


succeeds him. has long filled tho of- 
lice of Instructor. 
He Is both a grad- 


uate and a regent of the University. 
He is regarded as one of the ablest of 
the younger Jurists of the State, and is 
withal a prodigious worker. 
The man 


who can fill two such ollices as Judge 
of the Superior court and a law pro- 
fessor at the same time, will not have 
any leisure time to hang heavy on hla 
hands. 


Tlie Now 
of Steel.

journal puts these facts together: 


"It is stated, as an illustration of the 


iron and steel industry, that a single 
new building v.-hich Is in process o£ 
erection in New York city will require 
no less than 3,000 tons of iron and steel. 
One hundred such structures would use 
up 300,000 tons, and when the great 
number of business blocks erected in 
the large cities of America this year 
is taken into conslderaton, it will read- 
ily be perceived that a million tons of 
Iron and ateel may be hidden behind 
the walls of large now buildings in the 
chiuf cities of the United States without 
attracting much attention. 
The con- 


sumption of that quantity of steel in 
the form of rails for new railways 
would be the talk of the country and 
would make a deep Impression in 
Europe. 
It would mean an addition of 
about 8,000 miles to the already vast 
railroad system of the United States. 


The demand for steel rails for elec- 


tric railroads and the greatly increas- 
ed demand for building hns not only 
put In operation all the steel mills of 
the country, but the price of the metal 
is climbing up in response to this great- 
ly increased demand. 
The new era 


bought and read the paper to see who 
had fallen under Plxley's displeasure. 
He was able, by the use of his organ, 
to get even with his political r-nemies. 
At the same time his trenchant and 
brilliant style when employed In other 
directions, was very attractive. He hai* 
some of the best qualities of a journal- 
ist united with some of the worst. It 
was this strong personality that wont 
to the making of a readable paper. But' 
10 great journal was ever founded and 
maintained on a single personality. 
Horace Grceley founded the Tribune. 
But It was a better jwipor after he died 
than beforo. The Elder Bennett found- 
ed the Herald. It is a far hotter jour- 
nal now than it was in his time. Ray- 
mond founded the Times and made It 
a success. 
But in each of these in- 


stances the journal was more than the 
man. It survived because It had a per- 
manent basis. 


The Argonaut was founded on Frank 


Pixley. 
When he ceased to put his 


work into it something had gone out of 
it that the public missed. It was the 
Argonaut without Pixley—still a good' 
readable paper, but lacking that dis- 
tinctive quality which at an earlier 
day had made it a success. The man 
who stood for it never had the full 
measure of influence because of his in- 
consistencies. He often doubled on his 
own track and cared nothing for any 
criticism that he might provoke on that 
account. It was not quite certain where 
the Pixley of one day would be on the 
next. Ke would scourge his foos, ut- 
ter brilliant epigrams, send up a num- 
ber of rockets and retire apparently 
satisfied that h« had done about the 
right thing. He had the audacity of a 
Bohemian wkh 
the conservatism of 


wealth which made him a double char- 
acter. 


He made at ono time a prominent fig- 


ure as a lawyer, having filled the office 
of Attorney General of the State. Vet 
in that high office he did not commaiui 
the full confidence of tho public, nor did 
he make the impression of a great 
Jurist. 
When the question of the im- 


peachment of a judge was before the 
Legislature the Attorney General was 
thrust aside by the committee having 
the management of the case, chiefly on 
the ground of a want of contidence. It 
was the doubt that always existed in 
the public mind which abridged his In- 
fluence. 
One could not always tell 


whore such an erratic, genius would 
land. Yet while he Hometlmes struck 
blindly, In the main his influence was 
exerted on the right side. Few men 
have been so prominent in jouinaiism 
in California. It Is to th<^ lasting honor

An old lumberman just in from the

Moosehead Lake, says there are 50,000 
hundred dollar violins growing on two 
townships of land near Lobster Lake. 
Until lately, says an authority on the 
fiddle spruce, about all the spruce fit to 
make into violins was procured near 
Lake Saranac, N. T., and here it was 
getting to be 'so scarce that the men 
who were sent to hunt It up made poor 
wages. In fact, the chief supply of

spruce and Or floor boards of colonial 
mansions.

ber tree for nothing, It the wood Ls 
"kinky," however, and full of dots, 
like a bird's eye maple, the tiep is 
worth DO cents a cubic foot whete Ir 
iles, and three time's that sum when it 
is sawed and seasoned 
* 
This wood not only gives an even, l 


sonant sound when made into a vloli'i, 
but It takes a beautiful polish, wMch 
brings out the wavy and spotted fibre 
in a way to make It admired by all. 
About fifty years ago a man in New- 
port. N. H., planted the cones of a fid- 
dle -spruce in a nursery hoping as he 
said, "to raise his own fiddles." They 
grew well, but out of over 200 seedlings 
there was not a single tree fit to make 
into violins.—Springfield Republican

My opinion is that the specifications 
should bo more explicit not only as to 
chnracter of materials "but as to manner 
of putting them together.

The rivets of tho 


chain, the links, nuts and bolts number 
13S separa'.e pieces. The old saying of 
a chain being only as Htronij as Its 
weakest link holds good in the bicycle. 
The chain is naturally a most impor- 
tant 
feature, ranking in importance 
with the tire and the rims. 


The frame and most of the metal 
parts of a bicycle of the highest grade 
aie made of Swedish steel, on which of 
course. Uncle Sam collects a «ood, gen- 
lerous tariff. There is an English steel 
which is also good, but the Swedish has 
the call. Both are made by secret pro- 
cess. This steel Is Imported in the form 
of tubing, and Is cut Into parts of var- 
ious lengths, which are brazed together 
to 
make the frame. The brazing Is 


all-Important 
to the rigidity of the 


frame. Without 
rigidity 
a 
wheel 


would 
never stand cross-country rid- 
ing. The brazing is done under enor- 
mous heat, and the testing i& repeated 
again and again. 


Ill 
a bicycle factory, spoken, rims, 
sprockets, 
frames, etc., are all tested 


before they are adjudged to be ready 
for use. Each of these parts sustains 
strain that has been figured out to a 
nicety. The testing machine can exert 
a tension or compression of from a ren- 
ounces up to 100.0CO pounds. When the 
full pow»r is turned on its great jaws 
cnn tear apart, a solid bar of steel as 
easily as a child peels a banana. 


Kaeh 
spoke has to stand so many 


pounds, the frame must do tho same, 
the rim, the chain, the sprockets, hub, 
the front fork, pedals, cranks, handle- 
bar and even the ball bearings must 
show 
that they are absolutely right. 


The 
coasting ability of a bicycle de- 
pends upon the "true" character of the 
bearings. To show how finely they are 
treasured it will only be necessary to 
sny that in the largest factoris there Is 
a machine which makes all the parts 
"true down to one-tenth thousanth of 
an inch. This is getting bicyclin down 
<§•) a fine point, but the race for prece- 
dence among the big makers is fierce, 
and seemingly but of keeping with the 
general hilarity of the sport. 


An 
interesting thing about a high- 
grade bicycle Is what is known in me- 
chanics as the safety factor. Thus In 
the great high-pressure modern guns 
the safety factor is twenty, or, in other 
words, the gun is made twenty times 
stronger than the strain to be put upon 
it. Ordinarily guns hive a safety fac- 
tor of ten; boilers of six, bridges of five 
and 
other mechanical porducts about 


four. The 
bicycle 
of the old style- 
weighed sixty pounds; the high-grade 
machine 
of 
today 
weighs eighteen 


pounds, and tho safety factor has been 
reduced to only 1.23. 


This extraordinarily lew safety factor 


Is in deference to the demand for light- 
ness, which just now is being carried to 
an extreme. 
Another year the tend- 


ency will be to make fewer light ma- 
chines. The 
ligtiiv 1.25 above mcnns 
that if any part of the wheel Is Imper- 
fect to the extent of one-quarter of Us 
calculated strngtb, the machine may be 
crippled 
suddenly and the rider may 
hav" a bad fall. • 


Tr. Is doubtful if more than one 'or 


two 
manufacturers mako the entire 
wheel. Some of them claim that they 
do, however. The fact Is that the tires 
tho wood rims, the- chains and the sad- 
dles, and also the lanterns are in, most 
Instances 
made by specialists. 
This 


cannot well be otherwise, because the 
four 
first mentioned require special 


knowledge, being really the most im- 
portant ek-ments of all good wheels. 
There are any number of tires, but a 
greatly less number of rims. The wood 
rim is one of the great 
discoveries. 


The wood Is preferably white ash or 
hickory. Some firms use three or four 
pieces, 
glued and pressed together— 


laminated Is the trad" word—and then 
curved. The connecting ends are fast- 
end 
In various ways. It has been 


found that wood rlnv* have more res- 
iliency—that 
is, 
power of resisting 


shock—than have steel rims. It took 
years to find this out. Now there is 
talk of paper rims. But whether made 
of steel, wood or paper, no rim ever 
made is able to withstand a collision 1C 
it is struck under speed.
